TOBACCO. 

laite rains have brought a 
reasonable development of 
many crops of tobacco, from 
which poor and unsatisfactory 
returns w’erc e.vpectetl. The 
returns from the portions of 
the State known as the Burley 
district, show a j^crcentage of 
about 7o, while taking the State 
as a whole, show a percentage 
of 88, which includes the Bur- 
ley district. This is a general 
average of all tobacco.
